sick. A doctor was immediately 
telephoned/ for and all done that 
could bu until the physician caine.

died A His 
dt-ath 
was 


caused from a leaky value in his 
heart, brought on, doubtless by 
his run to the home of the sheriff, 
Mr. Watson. The 
whole

since he first realized that he was 
ill and began running and calling 
for help until the time that he 
died was probably only about 
twenty minutes and while no one 
around him realizc-d that he was 
in a dying 
condition, all that 


could be done for him was done. 


Mr. Wilson was a man about 


70 years of age and for the past 
five or six years had been night 
watchman for the city. He had 
just begun another term on the 
first of the month, when the new 
council and mayor took 
office. 


He'was an elder in the Primitive 
Baptist church and was sen-ing 
a charge some distance 
from 


Greenville in the country, return- 
ing Sunday afternoon from a day 
with his congregation there.
